“But in addition to that, ladies and 
gentlemen, you and ¢ ich of you have a 
keen personal interest In a canvass which 
involves the election of thirteen Judges 
for a period of fourteen years. There is 
no man or no woman in this audience, 
aye, in this city, that can with certainty 
say that to-morrow, or at the end of a

‘“‘Our Republican friends, while not able 
to indorse our ticket altogether, have, 
nevertheless, indorsed twelve out of the 
thirteen, [applause,] and I suppose we 
ought tobe satisfied with that. We should 
have felt better if they had indorsed them 
all, but the youth who bore mid snow and 
ice the banner with that strange device 
‘Excelsior’ was not more persistent, if 
he was otherwise different, than the gal- 
lant leader of the Republican machine. 
{Applause.] In vain did some old men, 
and many young men, say to him: ‘ Try 
not the past; it is full of opportunities for 
defective ballots,’ but that clarion voice 
replied, ‘ Rosaisky!”’ [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] If this leader, with his family 
deeply rooted in this soil for more fhan 
two hundred years, himself'a man of 
learning, of character, of great ability, 
and, as I believe, lofty patriotic purpose, 
was unequal to the opportunity to arise 
to that full height which the occasion of- 
fered him, what, I should like to know, 
could you expect of a machine that was 
dominated by a Murphy or a Hearst, or 
both in combination?

‘“* Citizens, in this contest, we have evi- 
dence, and substantial evidence, that there 
is great anxiety and has been for a long 
time on the part of this organization to 
control these nominations for Judges, It 
is the ambition of the leaders of the Tam- 
many organization to secure some of 
their personal friends upon the bench. 
They know that in the years past the 
lawyers who are about me in this room 
have struggled, and the leaders of the 
press have struggled time and time again, 
to secure the character of Judges that 
are now to be found on the bench. If you 
stop to think of it for a few moments you 
can recall personally many such contests. 

“Now, fellow-citizens, the estimate as 
well of Mr. Hearst upon the judictary is 
to be found in this combination. he 
ideal of the judiciary, so far as he is con- 
cerned, is determined the very moment 
he takes the ticket which Murphy S-eates 
and Murphy takes the members which he 
appoints and together they present them 
to these people as fit and honorable men 
for high judicial station. - 

“TI am not here, fellow-citizens, to say 
that there are no good men on that ticket. 
There are, in my judgment, three men on 
that ticket that, if they should be elected. 
would make good Judges, but as much as 
that I am not able to say for the other 
ten. [Applause.] The ticket, fellow-citi- 
zens, which has been placed in nomination 
| by the action of 2,500 members of the bar 
is your ticket. [Applause.} But for their 
action you would be bound hand and foot 
to-day. You could take the combination 
ticket or none at all. Now, that it has 
been placed in nomination, the question is, 
‘Will you elect it?’ 

‘You can elect it if you will, and we 
‘are here to-night to beg every member 
and every person in this audience, whether 
man or woman, to exert every effort 
| which he or she possesses to arouse a pub- 
| lic sentiment in favor of the election of 
this judiciary. You can elect it, and if 
you do not, you will regret it to the last 
{day of your lives. 

‘*May God in His infinite mercy and 
goodness incline the hearts of these, this 
, people, to fight for this ticket as they 
severally would fight for their birthrights, 
| for then the dreadful calamity with which 
we are threatened will pass by on the 
other side.””. [Applause.] 

John M. Bowers was the next speaker. 
| He told the audience of the origin of 
| the movement that resulted in the naming 
{of the Judiciary Nominators’ candidates. 
Referring to the attacks that had been 
made on Mr. Choate, he said he thought, 
if the question was submitted to the pub- 
lic of the country, there would be little 
| doubt as to the result of a choice between 
| Choate nominees and Murphy nominees. 

Mr. Bowers caused some surprise by 
stating that Tammany has given us ex- 
cellent Judges, for the most part. Men- 
tioning Bourke Cockran’s “ rottenness 
and riot’’ speech, he expressed the belicf 
that the reorganized bench would not take 
two years to clean out the rottenness, and 
there would never be a state of riot while 
there was an independent judiciary. 
Following Mr. Choate, ex-Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney William Rand, Jr., ad- 
dressed the meeting. He was warmly ap- 
plauded when Judge Parker introduced 
{him. The whole audience remained for 
| the last speech of the evening. 

Mr. Rand made a very forceful speech, 
delivering it in the energetic style that 
marked his addresses to the jury in crimi- 
nal cases. He described a parade he saw 
at the Buffalo Convention, headed by a 
band and “ Big Tim” Sullivan, and then 
he asked: 
| “But who was marching behind big 
| Tim Sullivan? Who were leading the files 
lof twenties and of thirties, and of hun- 
dreds, every man jack of whom should 
have been under bail and before him in the 
|City of New York? [Laughter.] _ Why, 
your Judges, my friends, your Magis- 
trates, who are closest to the people— 
Wahle, Finn, Finelite, Moss, and all the 
rest, leading the parade avowing them- 
| selves followers of what? Of the law 
they had sworn to observe? Of the peo- 
ple whose highest interests they had 
sworn to obey? Not at all, but of the 
| wretched poolroom and divekeeper, and 
well known to be such to every one of 
you, as well known as the fact that the 
sun will rise to-morrow, and, marching 
to the straihs- of music, unashamed, 
| proud of the dirty tag that they wore.”’ 

Then Mr. Rand spoke of a Judge of the 
Supreme Court who used to laud Richard 
Croker as the first citizen of New York, 
referring to Croker as ‘‘a far more honest 
and far more decent man” than Murphy. 
He said he did not think that Judge Sea- 
bury would take a dishonest dollar, but 
that for years, ‘“‘ with his judicial robes 
|} upon him, he has done nothing but in 
| the most abject manner serve the polit- 
|ical purposes of his boss and master, a 
| certain newspaper proprietor.’’ He said 
the Supreme Court Judges spent their 
Summers in London and “ furtively steal 
a glance of unconcealed admiration at real 
| Judges; at Judges who are something 
| more than the feeders of pap to the 
hungry following of their political mas- 
ters.”’ 

Of the whole Murphy-Hearst ticket he 
said that, ‘‘ with the exceptions of those 
| Judges who had been renominated, the 
chances are a hundred to one that every 
one of them will make a bad Judge.” 
Then, bringing out the fact that the only

Gen. Roe Asks the Governor That the 
Eighth Regiment Be Reduced. 


Gen. Charles F. Roe, commanding the 
New York National Guard, was at his 
headquarters in the Stewart Building all 
day yesterday, but the resignation of Col. 
James M. Jarvis of the Eighth Regiment 
was not received. Gen. Roe gave Col. 
Jarvis until last Monday to resign, and 
told him that if he did not do so the regi- 
ment would be reduced t6 a battalion. 

Col. Jarvis will not discuss the matter. 
His friends say he is doing the right thing 
in not resigning. Six of the ten Captains 
and most of the Lieutenants in the regi- 
ment are opposed to his administration.

DEMAND STRICT RULES 
IN MOTOR WAGON TEST 


Stock Business Cars Only Should 
Compete, Say Autoists. 


SLIGHT CHANGE 


Automobile Club of America An- 
nounces Conditions—Plan on Which 
Practical Results Will Be Based. 


IN ROUTE 


Several entries are expected this week at the 
Automobile Club of Amerioa for the test of 
commercial motor'vehicles that ts to be con- 
ducted under the club auspices for four days, 
beginning Wednesday, Nov. 7. The rules and 
conditions, with maps of the two courses se- 
lected, have just been issued to manufacturers 
and others Interested tn the practical results of 
the ‘contest, and now that definite information | 
is obtainable renewed ‘interest will pevuaty | 
follow in commercial vehicle circles. ‘The .en- | 
tties "must be filed by Nov. 1 and a fee of $25 
is exacted for each car. The contest is open to 


steam, or gasoline. Each car.must carry a 
dead load weight of at least 60 per cent. of its 
own weight, with all supplies on board in addi- 
tion to the driver and official observer, the lat- 
ter being appointed by the club, 

How favorably this test will be received by 
the trade depends in some measure upon the 
assurances that may. be given of the real value 
that may be acquired from the competition by 
prospective users of motor wagons as well as 


by. the makers themselves. It was pointed out 
yesterday .by the representative of one of the 
most successful manufacturers of business wa- 
gons that if the rules were drawn firmly enough | 
to prevent freak experimental machines or oth- | 
ers that may have been “ doctored "’ up for the] 
purpose of making a showing that never could | 
be accomplished by the regular stock cars from 
being acgepted as contestants there would un- | 
doubtedly be a good entry of cars similar in; 
type to those now in use by scores of business 
concerns. 

A committee from the Automobile Club of 
America went over the two routes last week | 
that have been selected for the test, and found | 
the roads in good condition, although, owing; 
to traffic regulations, some minor changes | 
have been made in the map as originally drawn 
up for the lower or downtown route. The 
longer route will be twenty miles, starting 
from the clubhouse at Fifth Avenue and. Fifty- 
eight Street, going up the west side of Central 
Park, then Amsterdam Avenue and Broadway 
to Kingsbridge at 230th Street, where a gaso- 
line and water station will be located. The 
return journey will be down Sedgwick’ Ave- 
nue, Jerome Avenue, crossing Central Park 
Bridge, and then back to the clubhouse by way 
of Seventh and Fifth Avenues. 

The shorter route will be ten miles in cir- 
cult, It will lead down Fifth Avenue to Twen- 
ty-fifth Street, through that street to Broad- 
way, down to Fifth Avenue, through Twenty- 
second Street, back to Broadway, entering Uni- 
versity Place at Fourteenth Street, down to 
Ninth Street, and then over to Broadway and 
to the Battery.. On. the homeward trip the 
cars. will go through Battery Place, up West 
Street, through Vestry instead of Laight Street 
to Canal Street, and then up Broadway, fol- 
lowing the same route as before. The test 
will occupy four days, and forty miles will be 
made each day, the long course being covered

That his acte were not worse 
than those of other Senators who are 
still at liberty and in no present danger 
of imprisonment may be, probably is, 
true, but that fact does not affect the 
justice of his own conviction or give him 
the right to go to jail with the air of a 
man suffering for righteousness’s sake. 

The people who shook hands with him 
as he journeyed toward his cell apparent- 
ly forgot that he was doubly guilty—that 
not only did he use his position as a 
Senator to make money as a lawyer, but 
that his clients were to his certain knowl- 
edge the members of a company organ- 
ized for fraud and robbery. What he 
fought by the exercise of his influence 
was their exclusion from the mails. He 
deliderately put himself in the way of*a 
long-delayed and much-needed reform 
that saved the Government from com- 
plicity in a series of particularly coward- 
ly crimes, and, had his efforts been suc- 
cessful, many of his own constituents 
would have been among the dupes of his 
clients. 

It was a most shabby and sordid history 
in all its parts and aspects, and yet Bur- 
TON has never shown the first sign of re- 
pentance, and with callous effrontery he 
has always defended his course both as a 
lawyer and as a Senator. During the 
pendency of his several appeals from con- 
viction he has hung about the doors of 
the Senate he disgraced, and evidently he 
has felt no need of the obscurity that 
| would have so well become him from ‘the 
{moment when the details of his condutt 
were made public. That he should be 
among the first victims of a newly awak- 
ened sense of decency in official life may 
be hard, from his point of view, but it is 
far from unjust. His ‘time’ will soon 
be up, and then, probably, his real pun- 
ishment will begin, for he will not long

What they want is plenty of bridge trains. 
The bridge should have a three or four track 
circle for the elevated and bridge trains, with 
separate stations for each, so that the motion 
of bridge trains (I am speaking of the old 
tridge) should be continuous, doing away with 
switching and loading at the rear door, and 
emptying in front, as the trolleys do now. This 
is all that Is necessary, and it should have 
been done years ago.

the present allowance for a ten-hour day | 
Would amount to a very large sum on| 
each of the roads. Were the movement | 
extended to practicaliy all the lines in the 
West, as some thought yesterday it might 
be, the aggregate increase in expenses | 
would reach several million dollars an- | 
nually.

On Foundation of Prosperity a Moral | 
Life Must Be Buiit—Rooseveit. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The President 
to-day issued the following proclamation 
naming Thursday, Nov. 29, as a day of 
thanksgiving: 

A PROCLAMATION, 


The time of year has come when, In ac- 
cordance with the wise custom of our fore- 
fathers, it becomes my duty to set aside a 
special day of thanksgiving and praise to the 
Almighty because of the blessings we have 
received, and of prayer that these blessings 
may be continued. Yet another year of wide- 
spread well-being has passed. Never before 
in our history, or in the history of any other 
nation, has a peopié enjoyed more abounding 
material prosperity than is ours, a prosperity 
80 general that it should arouse in us no spirit 
of reckless pride, and, least of all, a spirit 
of heedless disregard of our responsibilities, 
but rather a sober sense of our many bless- 
ings, and:a resolute purpose, under Provi- 
dence, not to forfeit them by any action of 
our own. 

Material well-being, indispensable though it 
is, can never be anything but the foundation 
of true National. greatness and happiness. 
If we bulld nothing upon this foundation, then 
our National life will be as meaningless and 
empty as a house where only the foundation 
has been laid. Upon our material well-being 


and National life lived in accordance with the 
laws of the highest morality, or else our pros- 
perity itself will, in the long run, turn out 
@ curse instead of a blessing. We should be 
both reverently thankful for what we have re- 
ceived, and earnestly bent upon turning it into 
@ means of grace and not of destruction. 

Accordingly, I hereby set apart Thursday, the 
29th day of November next, as a day of 
thanksgiving and supplication, on which the 
people shall meet in their homes or their 
acknowledge all that has 
been given them, and to pray that they may in 
addition receive the power to use these gifts 
aright.

FOR A UNIFORM LA 


Proposed Statute as Drawn by 
the Committee on Resolutions. 


ABOLISHES SECRET HEARINGS 


Also Regulates the Annulment of Mar- 
rlage—Interlocutory Decrees Not 
Operative for One Year. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—Judge Staake 
of this city, Secretary of the Divorce 
Congress, \has received from its Commit- 
tee on Resolutions and forwarded to the 
various delegates a proposed statute for 
bringing about uniformity in the present 
divorce laws of the United States. 

This is the outcome of deep study on 
the subject by eminent lawyers and jur- 
ists and prominent churchmen, all of 
whom are conversant with existing condi- 
tions of the so-called divorce evil, and the 
proposed new act is calculated to insure 
remedial results all over the country. Its 
compilation was intrusted to the Resolu- 
tions Committee, which consists of rep- 
resentatives to the congress from this 
State and New Jersey, and they will 
unanimously report the proposed act to 
the congress, which reassembles in this 
city on Nov. 18. Practically every State 
and Territory will be represented at the 
meeting. As soon as practicable the del- 
egates will be asked to have the proposed 
statute enacted In their respective States. 

The statute is divided into three chap- 
ters. The first consists of jurisdictional 
provisions, the second procedure, and the 
third general provisions, and is entitled 
“An act regulating annulment of mar- 
riage and divorce.”’ — | 

While little or no change is made in the} 
given causes for divorce as now existing, 
certain provisions of the act were evident- 
ly made with a view of arresting the in- 
creasing demand for legal: severance of 
marital bonds. Under these stipulations 
secret or star-chamber sessions for hear- 
ing divorce cases before masters or other} 
representatives of the courts are done! 
away with, and “all hearings and trials | 
shall be had before the court, * * * and 
It is also pro- 
vided that ‘‘a decree dissolving the mar- 
riage tie so completely as to permit the 
remarriage of either party shall not be- 
come operative until the lapse of a rea- 
sonable time after hearing or trial upon 
thd merits of the case.’’ The Wisconsin, 
Illinois, and California rule of one year is 
recommended. 

Another enactment prohibits the solici- 
tation of a divorce case by advertisement, 
circular, or otherwise, and prescribes for 
such an offense a fine of not more than 
$1,000 and imprisonment of not more than 
one year. 

Annulment of the marriage contract, as 
distinguished from divorce, will be made 
for the following causes: Impotency, con- 
sanguinity, existing former marriage, 
fraud, force or coercion, insanity, and il- 
legal age. 

Divorce, it is provided, shall be of two 
kinds—absolute, or divorce a vincule mat- 
rimonii, and divorce from bed and board, 
or divorce a mensa et thoro. Under the 
first classification the grounds shall be 
adultery, bigamy, conviction and sentence 
for crime followed by two years’ continual 
imprisonment, extreme cruelty, willful de- 
sertion, and habitual drunkenness for two 
years. The same causes will prevall in 
the second class with the additional cause 
of “‘ hopeless insanity of the husband.”’ 

No divorce shall be granted if it appears 
to the satisfaction of the court that the 
sult has been brought by collusion or that 
the plaintiff has secured or connived at 


the offense charged, or has condoned it or 
has been guilty of adultery not condoned. 

The new law also makes some important 
changes in the practice and procedure 
necessary in divorce cases and their trial.

IRON AND STEEL NOTES. 


Pennsylvania Furnace Men Fear a 
Winter Shortage of Iron Ore. 


Furnace interests in Pennsylvania are 
beginning to feel some uneasiness over 
the prospect of getting a supply of iron 
ore during the Winter months. It is 
thought the increased consumption with 
no corresponding gain in the amount of 
ore brought down from the lakes will 
result in a shortage when navigation is 
stopped by the ice. Small consumers are 
unable to obtain definite assurance from 
the ore shippers that they will be taken 
care ‘of for another season, and they look 
for an advance of from 80 cents to $1 per 
ton, for next year's delivery, when the ore 
association meets at the close of naviga- 
tion. 

Rogers, Brown & Co. receive the fol- 
lowing comment on the general situation 
from their Pittsburg office: 


Considerable activity in the buying of foun- 
dry, basic, and Bessemer iron exists at the 
present time in this territory, principally for 
shipment during the first half of 1907. Owing 
to several furnaces going out of blast for gen- 
eral repairs, the consumers depending on them 
for their supply are compelled to come into the 
market for spot iron, which they find very 
scarce and commands very high prices. 

The coke market is very brisk. Car short- 
age is having some effect in holding back ship- 
ments, and we expect, as the Winter weather 
appears, that greater delays will be experienced 
on account of car supply.

GRAIN AND PROVISIONS. 


WHEAT.—A surprising amount of strength 
was shown by the wheat market yesterday in 
view of the depression abroad and the lack of 
outside speculative interest. It started out % 
to \%c higher, and after a slow but steady rise 
all day closed %c ahove the previous night. 
The principal bull point was the light move- 
ment at Northwest points in contrast to Mon- 
day’s predictions, which intimated that Duluth 
alone would get 1,000 cars, whereas the two 


leading Spring wheat markets together had only 
837 cars, compared with 921 cars a year ago. 
This restricted movement got further emphasis 
at midday, when Bradatreet’s figures were 
posted, showing 3,930,000 bushels increase in 
world’s stocks, compared with an increase of 
7,602,000 bushels last year. After 1 o'clock 
export rumors had an effect, and, with good 
buying on Northwest account, partly based on 
cash demands up there, the market closed very 
firm at best prices of the day. The total in- 
terior movement amounted to 1,250,000 bushels. 
compared with 1,369,000 bushels a year ago, 
while wheat and flour clearances reached 454,- 
000 bushels at seaboard points. The Liverpool 
market, after opening 4d lower, steadied up 
and closed net unchanged. There were declines 
of 5 to 20 points at ris and of 10 points at 
Budapest. Broomhall cabled that crop pros- 
pects in India and the Argentine were favor- 
able. The export business consisted of 16 loads, 
all in New York. No. 2 red wheat at the olose 
was quoted at 79%c in elevator and 8lc, free 
on board, afloat; No. 1 Northern Duluth, 87%c, 
and No. 2 hasG, Winter, 81%0, free on board, 
afloat. 

CORN.—The corn market was also stronger, 
attaining its highest point near the close on 
covering by traders who oversold earlier in the 
day. The market refused to consider the de- 
cline of 4% to %d at Liverpool, reflecting in- 
stead the unsettled weather West, the wheat 
strength, and estimates of only cars for 
Chicago to-day. Commission houses bought 
a little corn in Chicago at times, but 
there was no particular bull support, and but 
for the efforts of professionals to cover shorts 
the bull side might not have been well repre- 
sented.

From Justice Bischoff, in the Supreme 
Court yesterday, the International Policy 
Holders’ Committee, through their chief 
counsel, Samuel Untermyer, obtained an 
order requiring the New York Life In- 
surance Company and its Directors to 
show cause next Friday why an injunc-

Weeks. 

Mutilated Ballots Sent Out. 

The charges, for the most part, are 

based on the sending out of the mutilated 


| ballots and the use of the agency force 


for campaigning. The complaint says: 

‘* For a considerable time the defendants 
have been carrying on at the expense of 
the policy holders an extensive and costly 
campaign for the election of the adminis- 
tration ticket, and are spreading broad- 
cast among the corporation's agents confi- 
dential information existing in the records 
of the company, all of which is a gross 
breach of duty, and by means of mis- 
leading and mutilated ballots circulated 
among the policy holders have been and 
are attempting to coerce policy holders 
into voting the administration ticket.’ 

Several thousand sub-agents, it is de- 
clared, are employed in this work. It is 
further alleged that prior to Oct, 18, the 
Directors had 800,000 ballots printed in all 
respects similar to the official ballots and 
return envelopes, and had these sent to 
the company’s agency directors several 
days prior to Oct. 18, with instructions to 
place upon 2ach ballot the number of a 
poliey held by one of the company’s pol- 

holders, and to mark each ballot by 
obliterating the names of the candidates 
upon the International Committee ticket. 
is declared that the agents were in- 
structed to go among all the policy hold- 
ers in the territory and obtain, if pos- 
the execution of these 
by policy holders in advance of 


prescribed by law and mailed by the com- 
pany on Oct. 17 and 18. 
that each marked ballot when properly 
executed by a policy holder will consti- 
tute a vote for the administration ticket. 


The Stamps Keep Tab on Vote. 


Each of the return envelopes, it Is 
charged, when sent out from the home 


office, bore a two-cent postage stamp, 
placed lengthwise on the envelope, for 
the purpose of indicating ‘to the officers 
of the company when the envelopes 
should be received by them, that they 
contained votes for the administration 
ticket, and to distinguish them from the 
official return envelopes which might be 
received by the company from policy 
holders whose attitude toward the ad- 
ministration ticket was unknown. 

The complaint states that in addition to 

ersonally sending out the agents to so- 
icit votes for the administration, large 
numbers of the mutilated ballots are be- 
ing sent out by mail. The contention that 
the work is being done at the expense of 
the agents, the complaint declares, is 
false and intended to deceive policy hold- 
ers. Referring to .the placing of policy 
numbers upon the mutilated ballots the 
complaint charges: 

“ The furnishing of such policy numbers 
to agents of the company affords an easy 
means by which fraudulent and forged 
ballots may be voted in favor of the ad- 
ministration ticket, and the detection of 
such forgeries, owing to the great number 
of agents in whose hands the ballots are 
placed and whose names in many in- 
stances are known only to the agency 
directors, will be almost impossible. 


Untermyer on the Alert. 


Mr. Untermyer, in a letter sent yester- 
day, asked Supt. Kelsey to tell how many 
votes had been cast so far. 

He wrote: 

“Inasmuch as this information is ac- 


cessible to the companies, we feel that we 
are entitled to the same facilities, and 
will be pleased to defray any expense 
that may be 
procuring such information, 

“We also ask permission to check the 
envelopes containing the votes that are 
being delivered to the companies, with 
provided the 
companies, or either of them, are recely- 
ing or availing themselves of such facill- 
ties. 

“We understand that the official en- 
velopes containing the ballots are déliv- 
ered from the Post Office to the com- 
panies and come to the hands of the offi- 
clals before they reach your répresenta- 
tives. We ask that this practice be dis- 
continued and that your represetative first 
select from the mail as delivered the en- 
velopes that are distinctly marked out- 
side, Substantially, ‘Ballot for Direct- 
ors.’’ 

G. R. Scrugham, manager of the Inter- 
national Policy Holders’ Committee, said 
last night: 

“T have just received a telegram from 
our representative at Louisville, Ky., 
stating that Acting Mutual Life Manager 
Williams of Louisville is engaging Equita- 
ble agents throughout Kentucky to solicit | 
votes for the administration ticket 
that these solicitors state to policy hold-| 
ers that they are disinterested parties 
and are securing votes for the ‘ policy 
holders’ ticket.’ They are using Peabody’s 
trick ‘ Ballot for Trustees.’ Acting Man- 
ager Williams testified before Commis- 
sioner Prewitt that he personally paid 
$800 for such work last week and did not 
expect to be reimbursed. Williams gets 
a salary of $48 a week.”
